They both pointed out 
that there has been no racial violence, injuries, or property 
damage in the area in recent years and neither has there been 
parades or demonstrations. Both officers advised their depart- 
ments have had no contact with WALTON and have received no 
information that he might be inclined to incite disturbances. 

On March 4, 1968, Reverend C. K. YARBER, Negro male, 
Park Avenue, Texarkana, Arkansas, advised he considers it 
his responsibility to do all reasonably possible to prevent 
racial disturbances and violence in Texarkana, Arkansas, and 
in this regard he has maintained a close watch on the activities 
of EARL WALTON because it appeared in July, 1967, that WALTON 
and others were leading a group of some 25 young Negro males 
and that WALTON and others were trying to persuade the group 
to ride through the downtown area to cause a disturbance. 
Reverend YARBER and other ministers talked very strongly with 
the group urging that no such action be taken. The group of 
some 25 persons took no action that night and have taken no 
such action since that time to cause trouble. 

Reverend YARBER has continued his observations of 
WALTON for the above reasons and during that interview 
expressed the opinion that WALTON has shown no propensity 
for violence or as an organizer for violence. Reverend 
YARBER now suspects that he himself may have been too quick 
to attribute a violent attitude to WALTON and the other 
young men since no violence took place, u 

On April 5, 1968, and April 15, 1968, PCI LOVE 
and Reverend YARBER pointed out that during the period 
following the murder of MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR., in Memphis, 
Tennessee, on April 4, 1968, the racial situation in 
Texarkana, Arkansas, was very calm. Both of these individuals 
observed WALTON and his associates on numerous occasions 
during those few days and he showed no indications of 
attempting to lead a group into racial dif f iculties . 

On April 15, 1968, Prinicpal MOTT MOSLEY, 

Washington High School, Texarkana, Arkansas, advised EARL 
WALTON, then living at 1806 Laurel, Texarkana, Arkansas, 
graduated with a "B" average on June 2, 1963, from the 
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school. He was born May 16, 1945, at Texarkana, Arkansas. 
There is no record of disciplinary action' at the school. 

Little Rock recommends that EARL WALTON not be 
included in the Agitator Index for the reasons as set out 
above,

This is to advise that the investigations on the four 
individuals mentioned in Little Rock let to Bureau, 1/8/68, are 
all currently awaiting investigation by other divisions. Little 
Rock is withholding definite recommendations concerning whether 
or not these individuals should be included in the Agitator 
index until the results of the investigation requested of these 
other divisions is known; however, investigation by the Little 
Rock Division to date in all of these cases indicates these 
four individuals are not logical candidates for inclusion in 
the Agitator index in that sources and informants have advised 
that these individuals are not considered troublemakers at 
this time, it appears that the original information concerning 
these individuals may have been exaggerated and the activities 
of all of these individuals were closely watched during the 
recent racial violence which occurred after the assassination 
of Rev. MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR., and it was determined that none 
of these individuals were involved, in any racial incidents and 
there was not any information received indicating that any of 
them were agitating or recommending that anyone become involved 
in racial violence. ^ 



As stated above, definite recommendations will be 
submitted to the Bureau concerning each of the individuals 
identified in Little Rock let of 1/8/68 after all of the out- 
standing investigation is completed..!^

The Domestic Intelligence Division advised that regarding the 
recommendation for a form to be used when verifying residence and employment, 
it felt that in addition to the form not containing sufficient information concerning the 
subject, there are only slightly over 300 individuals on the "Agitator Index, " which 
does not appear to present a sufficient problem to justify the recommended form. 

As to the proposal to verify residence and employment every six months, this 
division pointed out that current requirement is that this information be verified 
every three months. It felt, based on the nature of the "Agitator Index" subject, 
this verification- should not be extended to six months. Regarding the suggester's 
recommendation tor an "Agitator Index Description Form, " inasmuch as it is required 
that descriptions be furnished in the first repo rt or letterhead memorandum, so the 
Domestic’ Intelligence Division ^d not feel ,t 
description is riecessaLry. '

After due consideration, it has been decided your 
proposal should not be adopted, it is felt the administrative work 
in preparing, disseminating, and upc^ting this information is 
unwarranted in view of the fact that a small number of these individuals 
travel around the country to any great extent. These are usually 
individuals of such notoriety that offices usually have ample advance 
information of their movements from their sources, both publicl^d 
confidential. Further, with respect to regional aspects, it would be 
difficult to determine the limits of any given region for administrative 
purposes since some of these individuals have, on occasion, traveled 
from one area to another with no pattern of contiguity, as regards their 
normal bases of operations. However, althoi^ it is not believed 

feasible for the Bureau to initiate the procedure you suggested, there is 

no objection if field offices wish to exchange such information with their 
neighboring offices.

In view of the possibility of widespread riots 
in the months ahead and because of the propensity of 
certain professional rabble rousers to travel about the 
country fomenting or perpetrating civil disorders, the 
Bureau is requested to give consideration to furnishing 
all offices with photographs, descriptions, and succinct 
background of all individuals on the Agitator Index. This 
can be done either on a regional or national basis. 

This will preclude the necessity of last-minute 
teletypes to various of f ices . requesting photographs and 
information regarding individuals whom informants may 
advise are either present in or who are contemplating 
coming to a particular division to participate in an 
anticipated riot or a riot then in progress. ( 4 , 

If such information is available to each office, 
local law enforcement can be promptly furnished, with 
photographs and pertinent information regarding .those 
individuals in the area. State authorities might also 
be in a position to intercept them on some charge prior 
to their arrival in a particular city. This would •' 
apply to organizations such as Deacons for Defense and 
Justice and similar-type groups who are frequently 
called upon to aid and assist in riots. tA 

It is appreciated that to supply offices with 
this data would result to some extent in an additional 
burden and expense to the Bureau. However, it is believed 
the end result would in many cases be worthwhile this 
expenditure, u

Reverend A, D, WILLIAMS KING 
is of course the younger brother of MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR.t^ 




An extensive review has been conducted of the 
Louisville files containing information about the 1967 
open housing demonstrations in an attempt to find data 
supporting the inclusion of KING^nd LESSER on the 
Rabble Rouser Index. The 

Open housing has been an issue in Louisville, 
Kentucky, for a period of years. The 1967 demonstrations 
were carried on by the Committee on Open Mousing and the 
Ad Hoc Committee for Open Mousing made up of approximately 
30 Louisville organizations. The first demonstration 
in a continuing series occurred on 3/3/67, and was described 
as a spontaneous march. Following a

which civil rights leaders were disappointed by the 
Mayor's attitude, a march was made to a furniture store 
operated by the family of Mayor KENNETH A« SCHMIED, u. 

In late February and early March, 1967, consid- 
erable publicity was given to the arrival in Louisville of 
several "technicians" reportedly sent by SCLC from Chicago 
to assist in Louisville open housing demonstrations. 6c 

On 3/1/67, Mons<^igne^r A, F, HORRIGAN, President 
of Bellarmine College, and Chairman of the Louisville- 
Jefferson County Human Relations Commission, was reported 
as stating that while he felt Reverend A, D. WILLIAMS 
KING was r€i?)onsible for the technicians coming to Louisville, 
he was not aware ahead of time of in^^flammatory remarks^ 
attributed to one of the techniciansy did not approve of 
these remarks and was very displeased at the remarks that 
were made.(^ 

On 3/6/67, a source advised that a dispute had 
arisen between the technician to whom the inflammatory 
remarks were attributed and local civil rights leaders, 
and that the technician had disappeared from Louisville 

A story in the Courier Journal, Louisville, 
Kentucky, a newspaper of general circulation on 3/1/67, 
who reported that the Committee on ^en fusing was 
cool to suggestions of the technicians but that Reverend 
A. D. WILLIAMS KING had not openly repudiated them. ^ 

The Louisville Times, Louisville, Kentucky, 
a newspaper of general circulation, on 2/28/67, reported 
that at an open housing meeting on 2/27/67, at which time 
it was expected that the Louisville Board of Aldermen 
would begin to consider an open housing ordinance. Reverend 
Ao D. WILLIAMS KING reportedly said that the committee on 
open hoEing had decided to withdraw threats of demonstrations 
until the Board of Aldermen had a chance to act. He was 
quoted, "I want it clearly stated that we don't think it 
is necessary to demonstrate in Louisville. We don't want 
to demonstrate. We hope the Board of Aldermen will act... 
we're going to be quiet

The story noted that KING had reversed an earlier 
state^A^ent by a team of "technicians k 

On 2/27/67, a source reported that when the SCLC 
technicians from Chicago arrived in Louisville they 
expressed disappointment over the obvious lack of followers 
under Reverend A, D. WILLIAMS KING.^ 

The Louisville Times on 1/24/68, reported that 
at a meeting of high school students, Reverend A» D. WILLIAMS 
KING in a talk to the students stated that instead of 
"burn baby burn," students should concentrate on "learn 
baby learn" in order to "earn baby earn."t( 

The Louisville Times on 3/15/67, reported what 
is believed to be the first police action during the 
series of demonstrations. On 3/14/67, about 20 demonstrators 
were forcibly removed from the Aldermanic Chambers in City 
Hall by police. The demonstrators had attended an Aldermanic 
meeting expecting action to be taken on an open housing 
ordinance, when none was taken, they refused to leave when 
asked and ordered to do so. Reverend KING was the first to 
be dragged off. Reverend LEO LESSER, JR., was also dragged 
out of the building. KING later claimed that his wrist was 
injured by a policeman who attempted to make KING walk. 

His daughter ato received a minor injury in being removed. 
Following this incident, KING was quoted as stating 
"escalation begins today," and "as we walk we will be 
seeking to negotiate with city officers." Lt 

The Courier Journal on 3/29/67, reported that the 
first large asale confrontation of forces for and against open 
housing occurred on the night of 3/28/67, at a meeting of 
the Louisville Board of Aldermen, (x 

A shoving match resulted outside of City Hall 
when only 200 persons were permitted to enter the building 
to attend the Aldermanic meeting. Supporters and opponents 
of open housing were attempting to force their way into 
City Hall. ^

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At one point, Reverend KING, as a spokesman 
for the Committee on ©pen -lousing, reportedly urged 
his followers to be calm and thereafter the "surges” 
toward the Aldermanic Chambers were quiet and order ly.^^ 

KING was permitted to enter the Chambers, but 
later led his followers outside before the Aldermanic meeting 
began, stating "We want it known that tickets (issuance of 
tickets of admission to the Aldermanic Chambers) aren't 
going to keep us down.",^ 

On 3/30/67, according to police sources, open 
housing supporters picketed a meeting of the Concerned 
Citizens Committee, which group opposed open housing 
legislation. At one point, a number of the pickets 
who were mostly teenagers, attempted to push through the 
doors of the auditorium in which the open housing opponents 
were meeting, but were kept out by persons stationed at 
the doors. ^ 


As a result of this disorder, police arrested about 
20 juveniles including the daughter^ of Reverend A. D. 

WILLIAMS KING, u 

The Courier Journal on 3/31/67, noted that these 
were the first civil rights arrests in Louisville since 
June, 1964, when 7 persons were arrested in connection 
with a demonstration, m. 

During the course of the series of demonstrations, 
demonstrators were arrested at various times for failure to 
comply with certain regulations and failure to comply 
with an injunction finally obtained by city authorities. 

The only disorder caused by demonstrators was occasioned 
by their refusal to cooperate with arresting police, 
going limp and sitting down in the streets when they were told 
that they could not demonstrate. During the later marches, 
the demonstrators obeyed regulations set up by a court 
order and were responsible for no disorders themselves, (a. 
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Beginning in April, white hecklers began 
following demonstrations, throwing objects, calling 
demonstrators names, and otherwise harassing demonstrators . f/. 


The hecklers were not organized and represented 
no particular organization. Many of the hecklers came from 
the area in which the demonstrations were being held. 

When demonstrations were held in the South End of Louisville, 
there were a large number of hecklers, but when held in 
Louisville's East End, usually considered to be a better 
residential area, there were few hecklers. 

Reverend A„ Do WILLIAMS KING was among 7 leaders 
against whom an injunction was obtained by the City of 
Louisville. The injunction among other things provided 
that the demonstrations could not be held at night. 

KING and the other leaders were held in contempt 
for violation of the order in attempting to stage a march 
on the night of 4/14/67, the day the injunction was 
issued, 


KING and other leaders made threats regarding activ- 
ity to disrupt the Kentucky Derby, and as a result of these 
threats, the Derby Eve parade was cancelled, iSiortly before 
the Derby it was announced that no disruptive action would 
be taken, t/c 

In the November, 1967, election, 11 out of 12 
Republican Aldermen were defeated giving the Democratic Party 
complete control in the Board of Aldermen. 

It is generally consider^ that the failure of the 
Republican Board of Aldermen to an open housing 

ordinance was responsible for their defeat in the election, 

Among the first acts of the new Board of Aldermen 
when it took office in December, 1967, was to pass an open 
housing ordinance which was acceptable to open housing 
supporters. 

- 5 - \ 
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The Courier Journal on 2/2/68, reported speculation 
as to possible civil rights demonstrations in connection with 
the 1968 Kentucky Derby. A number of civil rights leaders 
were quoted as opposing any civil rights demonstrations at 
this time. Reverend A, D. WILLIAMS KING reportedly stated 
that he could not foresee a need for demonstrations this 
year. t( 

The above review contains all of the statements 
attributed to Reverend A, D. WILLIAMS KING bearing upon 
tactics to be used in the demonstrations. It is to be 
noted that most of his statements advocate peaceful or 
moderate activity and at no time did he openly advocate 
violence. The nearest he came to what might have been con- 
sidered fomenting disorder was in connection with his remarks 
about activity to’ disrupt the Kentucky Derby and nothing came 
of this threat, u. 

During the review of the 1967 open housing 
demonstrations, it was noted that Reverend LEO LESSER, JR«, 
seldom made any statements and his only activities seem 
to be walking at the head of the marchers in apparent 
position of leadership. 

Unless the mere fact of leading a peaceful 
demonstration qualified a subject for inclusion on the 
Rabble Rouser Index, it is felt that available data 
fails to justify the inclusion of Reverend A. D. WILLIAMS 
KING or Reverend LEO LESSER, JR,, in the Index. 

It is to be noted further that Reverend LEO 
LESSER, JR,, has reportedly become pastor of a church in 
Nashville, Tennessee, although he reportedly continues 
to maintain his residence in Louisville, Kentucky .
